A number of Nevada's beet known 


educators and prominent business men 
gathered in th > Tavestruent Building 
hall last evening to hear J?. H. Newell, 
Chief U. 8. Hydrographiu Surveyor, 
speak of the work that i) is been an 1 is 
being doua in Nevada along the line of 
inveatigHting 
her 
irriyatioual 
and 


water power resources. 


Dr. J. E. Stubbs, in a ihort introduc- 


tory address, spoke ot the agricultural 
possibilities of onr State and gave tho 
opinion that one of the great needs 
of the people is n steadfast faith in 
its future, He then introduced Mr. 
Newall, a summary of whose talk is 
here given: 


"A geological survey or a country IB 


divided into several different branches, 
l»ud surveying, hydro(traphio survey- 
ing-, topographical surveying, etc., the 
fundamental purposo of which ia the 
making of a great, complete map of 
;he United States. The map is made 
in sections which show a limited area, 
and each section consists of several 
different plates, which show tbe eleva- 
tions, soil conditions, water supply, 
and geological formations, respectively. 
These maps found a bash for future 
study of the country by railroad engi- 
neers, miners, promoters of tnauufac- 
<aring enterprises and caual builders, 
and are particularly for the purpose of 
showing the geological structure of the 
country, 
illustrating 
to 
n 
cer- 


tain degree its economic resources. 
Perhaps a thousand or more o' these 
maps are made by the government. 
We study tbe basins with a view to 
ascertaining whether aitesiau water 
may not be procured, me isure streams 
and survey reservoir sites aud are thus 
able to draw a map which shall repre- 
sent hydrographic conditions. 


"The greatest 
proolem before us 


;o-day seems to be that of properly 
utilizing onr vast area of land. Many 
do not realize tlmt the people of the 
dnited States aia the greatest l<tnd 
owners uf tbe world, yet w« own only 
about one-thirJ of the total govern- 
ment lands. 


"The oldest SUtes, from Maine to 


Georgia, have always been owned by 
the people and not by the government, 
for the lands were under colony and 
State control at the 
time settlers 


located there. Texas also has no gov- 
ernment land, yet we still have about 
three-fourths of the area of the United 
States vacant. This would support a 
vast population if properly developed. 


"Nevada contains 
many acres of 


land, most cf which is vacant, an 
area -equal to several large eastern 
states. The question is how can the 
water resources of this great area of 
fertile land be developed and pre- 
served? 
Yon must 
do 
something 


which will induce people to make 
homes in Nevada, something to pro- 
mote immigration to the State. Not a 
few will say to this, 'What is the use ? 
We are getting along very well and a 
dense population can in no manner 
better us' Growth ia always neces- 
sary to development, and to have Beno 
and the State grow you must have 
more people, Nevada is now a mining 
and stock raising country, 
Mining 


and stock raising do not make con- 
tinuously 
prosperous communities, 


they cannot keep on 
prosperously 


growing. 


"Agriculture is necessary to develop 


any country to the limit. While in 
Nevada stock growing must always be 
tbe greatest industry, us there is not 
sufficient water to irrigate all the land, 
an increase of population would greatly 
benefit tbe State, for tbe stock farmers 
would supplant the cattle kings. The 
great stocK owner feeds his herds ovei 
vast areas and does almost nothing to 
develop agriculture, while the stock 
farmer owns a piece of land, close 
herds his smaller band, raises hay and 
feeds all or a part of bis cattle during 
the winter. He is partly self sustain- 
ing, raising hay, grain and sometimes 
garden produce, for whicb he gets 
credit at the stores. 


"Of course tbe extent of this desirable 


development depends entirely upon 
water resources, and it is partly for 
this pnrposa that streams are being 
measured all over the United States.

The work in Nevada is being done by 
Mr. Taylor, who has measured and 
surveyed the Huiuboldt river and is 
now employed on the Truckee. 


"Artesian water will be an important 


factor in Nevada's future, hence a 
study of underground waters is desir- 
able, if not imperative. Great expend- 
itures are being made now in some 
States to secure water. At Bodlands, 
Gal., $3 is paid for a miner's inch, and 
in other places where expensive pump- 
ing plants have been installed, the 
rate is aa high as $6 per miner's inch of 
water. 


'•Economy in the u=e of water is high- 


ly important, Tho farmers of this 
State have uot yet learned how to 
economize water. Small rivers in Cal- 
ifornia that carry no more water than 
the ditches leading out of the Truckee 
here, are covered over 
or 
c-irriocl 


through pipes, und carefully measured 
out to consumers. There is mure 
water iu the Truckee river now than in 
Sonthei-u California, and a great part 
of it is w.isted in ttie swamps below 
aere. 


"The citizens must determine upon 


some definite policy in regard to util- 
izing public lands. Ninety-eight per 
cent of Nevada is open to location by 
settlers. Sand ^ood meu to the irriga- 
tion conventions nod get your repre 
seutativt'j to present sxisUu^ conrh- 
:ions 10 Coni:les^ Hint thf>y may bun 
what you iiaf d—see it in (in u ua lith*.

Dr. Stnbb?, in referring to Univer 


sity requirements for the present year 
said: "The entrance examinations wil 
be practically the same as they were 
last year, no more difficult and no 
more subjects. 


"The requirements for graduation, 


however, are to be advanced as much 
as is practicable. It islhe intention ol 
the faculty aad regents to keep the 
graduating standard high."
